gee annual Branch Officers Confer- 
ence was held on Tuesday evening, 
June 6th, at the Palmer House. 
This is the fifth consecutive year in which 
the officers of the Chicago Dental Society 
have met with the members of the Board 
of Directors, the editors of the Forrt-

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Hepatitis Through Dentistry —- Another Version

wo recent editorials in the Fort- 
| NIGHTLY Review and an article in 
the Chicago Tribune of April 20, 
1961, warn against the spread of hepatitis 
and its communicable nature. It is gen- 
erally accepted that unsterilized syringes 
or dental instruments are capable of 
spreading infection more rapidly than 
contaminated hands, food or eating uten- 
sils. This is the principal reason for the 
painstaking cleanliness of a dental office, 
from fresh towels to sterile anesthetic 
carpules. 

There is no reason to doubt that up-to- 
date dentists are aware of the need for 
sterility and would not deviate from the 
accepted fundamentals of surgical clean- 
liness of office, person and those instru- 
ments which do not invade the tissues, 
and the absolute sterility of those that 
do. Nevertheless, in view of the fact that 
hepatitis is on the increase, an occasional 
reminder that the greatest culprit is likely 
to be a contaminated syringe and that the 
reuse of anesthetic carpules is dangerous 
is accepted by the profession with good 
grace. 

If some practitioners were not in the 


habit of reusing carpules from one pa- 


tient to another, there would be no need 
for such a warning. To an economical 
person it may appear wasteful to throw 
away a carpule out of which only a few 
drops have been used and then only for 
‘a simple cavity preparation. The end of 
the carpule was dipped into a strong 
antiseptic solution before use or flamed; 
this process will be repeated before its use 
on the next patient; what possible danger 
can there be of spreading infection? 
The danger is in the solution. If hepa- 
titis is transmitted in a dental office, 99% 
of the responsibility belongs to a reused 
carpule. The why and how of this state- 
ment can best be illustrated with a simple 


experiment that every practitioner is able 


to perform in his own office. 

Take a small dapin dish and fill it one 
third full of ink—any kind, any color. 
Now place a new carpule in a syringe, 
insert the tip of the needle in the ink, 
eject a few drops of the solution, then 
release the plunger and withdraw the 
syringe. The result of this test will show 
a thin line of ink, extending approxi- 
mately two-thirds into the previously 
sterile solution within the carpule. The 
logical conclusion is that, as a result of 
the pneumatic action of the rubber 
plunger, body fluids enter the anesthetic 
solution each time even the smallest 
amount is ejected. Therefore, the most 
thorough sterilization of the syringe and 
the antiseptic treatment of the end of 
the carpule and the injection site be- 
comes meaningless. The used carpule is 
a bacterial culture containing serum, 
foreign protein and every type of micro- 
organism that the previous patient on 
whom it has been used happened to be 
afflicted with, including hepatitis if it 
was present. 

Further proof of the inadvisability of 
using a carpule on more than one person 
should hardly be necessary. Whether or 
not it would be safe to label, file and 
reuse a carpule on the same patient at 
different times during the course of 
treatment is a question that only trained 
microbiologists are qualified to answer. 
For example, factors to be considered 
would be the probability of reinfecting 
a patient with the microorganisms of a 
disease of which he has since been cured 
or the actual creation of an autogenous 
serum which may do greater damage 
than the bacteria in its original form. 
Until some of these answers are known, 
the only safe method is to dispose of each 
carpule once it has been used. .

of treatment deviates from the pure 

mechanistic trend of straightening 
teeth. With them we allow Nature to 
work for an objective correction of 
a dental deformity. 
We must always be 
aware that a child’s 
facial form is con- 
stantly in a continu- 
ous change in de- 
velopment until he 
matures. One must 
always be conscious 
of the part played 
by the teeth, muscles 
of mastication and 
expression in the 
development of the dental arches. 

What are the important things about 
the Crozat Removable Appliance? First, 
it must fit accurately. Secondly, it must 
be adjusted with extreme moderation, 
thereby interfering the least with func- 
tion. Function will stabilize and maintain 
teeth, providing the applied forces are 
milder than the forces of mastication. 
Thirdly, the abutment teeth to which the 
appliances are fastened will move favor- 
ably or unfavorably in direct proportion 
to the stresses put on them. 

When appliances are adjusted mildly 
the force is not spontaneously used up 
but becomes cumulative. Patients who 
cooperate by wearing appliances con- 
stantly, should experience little or no

pain. But if the accumulated forces be- 
come too great, the development will dis- 
sipate the force providing no additional 
force is added, and until the underlying 
structures have accepted these forces of 
stimulation and have changed and de- 
veloped the arches. In other words, ap- 
pliances are not intended to move mal- 
posed teeth primarily, but to deliver stress 
to the supporting bone and tissue result- 
ing in arch development. 

I like to think of the initial stage of 
treatment as the arch widening stage. 
This arch width can be pre-determined 
by using Pont’s Index or by having the 
patient bring the mandible forward to 
normal anterior, posterior relationship 
of the molars. Widening of the maxilla 
should continue until the upper molars 
are in centric relation with the lower 
molars. So often in disto-occlusal cases, 
the lower molars are toed in lingually. 
These can be rotated by releasing the 
lingual arms of the appliances and twist- 
ing the cribs buccally to a measured dis- 
tance. In the widening process the bicus- 
pids develop spaces, the molars move 
distally and buccally. And the molars and 
bicuspids have a tendency to elongate. 
When the desired. molar and bicuspid 
widths have been accomplished we are 
finished with the first stage. Bear in mind 
when force is applied to the appliance, 
it has a tendency to lift off of the molar 
teeth. This is conducive to the vertical 
change of the posterior teeth. 

In very slight over-bite cases, auxiliary 
lingual spring wires are used on both

Budget Plan. He mentioned the rate 
change to 6% for the patients, and 
urged the membership to participate 
more fully. He stressed the benefits to be 
gained by both dentist and patient, and 
that by each of us making use of the plan 
its success is assured. The Branch corre- 
spondents were then briefed by Editor 
Elmer Ebert of the FortnicHTLy RE- 
view. In discussing Branch reporting he 
mentioned the importance of each mem- 
ber making an occasional contribution to 
the Branch columns. While wide reader- 
ship is important, so also is the support 
of the Branch officers, the \committee 
chairmen, and the individual member 
with news to report.

arches to bring the anterior teeth labially. 
These wires are always below the cingu- 


_lum. In deep over-bite cases, however, 


the wires are placed incisally of the 
cingulum, thereby creating a pressure 
toward the apices. In this latter, pres- 
sure must be very moderate in order to 
maintain the molars in their proper axial 
relationship. 

In the second phase of the treatment, 
the high labial wire with hooks are 
added. Intermaxillary elastics are used 
until the desired relationship of the teeth 
has been obtained. All spaces are closed 
with pin and golf stick wires. And when 
the correct anterior posterior relationship 
has been established and when the re- 
versed curve of Spee is normal, retention 
is only then possible. It is now a matter 
of wearing appliances at night before the 
teeth are fully retained. 

One should never think of treatment 
in terms of a school year. It is better to 
think in terms of a two or three-year 
period. Time is the essence of success 
and will always be an adjunct to success- 
ful results. With these appliances, bicus- 
pids are never extracted to obtain results. 
May I warn those who want to use these 
appliances, if not able to construct them, 
do not use them. It would be like at- 
tempting to play a musical instrument 
without lessons—only discord would re- 
sult.
